Report To Midway City £ Council 


During his report to the Midway 
City Council last week, Wasatch 
County Sheriff Mike Spanos said 
one of his biggest problems is an- 
imals. "It's unbelievable how much 
time is spent, out of the eight 
deputies, probably two are on ani- 
mal control most of the time." 

Spano's said the county has in- 
creased services for Midway City in 
surveillance of business and bur- 
glaries. Officers are also controlling 
traffic, and liquor law enforcement 
is going well. Having accounted 
for one hundred and eleven cases in 
Midway since the first of the year, 


Spano's said that an average of 
fifty-two to sixty hours per week 
are being afforded Midway. 

The "Officer Friendly" program 
in schools, has been well appreci- 
ated, and resource officer Lance 
Gardner is doing an excellent job 
with the program. The Drug Task 
Force and Enhanced 911 system 
was also explained during his re- 
port. 

In meeting Thursday evening, 
July 2, the Midway City Council 
accepted a Bid on Indian Springs 
tank from low bidder Grant Hone, 
subject to completion approvals. A 
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ie hes meeting July 10, 
will begin project. 

A $500 encroachment permit fee 
was approved by the council. The 
bond for cutting asphalt will be re- 
funded upon completion and 
inspection of repair.

HEBER CITY — Two gamma 
goats have been added to Was- 
atch County’s growing fleet of 
emergency and law enforcement 
vehicles. 

Sheriff Mike Spanos said the 
six-wheel-drive, all-terrain, die- 
sel-powered goats, that can be 
driven up to 55 mph, probably 
are worth $25,000: to $30,000, 
but he only paid a $200 handling 
fee. He got them from the U.S. 
Department of Defense, which 
can give surplus military proper- 
ty to government agencies for 
drug enforcement purposes under 
the National Defense Authoriza- 
tion Act. : 

Spanos said he began filling 
out paperwork to get the goats 
last September after a marijuana 
farm was discovered in the Was- 
atch Mountains that wasn’t acces- 
sible except on foot or by helicop- 
ter. 

“You can go over these moun- 
tain roads, and get to the top of 
any hill, and across water (in the 
goats). They’re going to be a 
great aid to us in locating mari- 
juana gardens that are being culti- 
vated in the county. They’re also 
going to be fantastic tools for 
search and rescue. These things 
will get there twice as fast as an 
ordinary four-by-four vehicle in

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Wasatch County sheriff gets 
OK for eight new vehicles

HEBER CITY — Wasatch 
| County sheriff's deputies will soon 
receive eight new vehicles. 

The county commissioners ap- 
proved the purchase Monday after 
much debate. 

According to Sheriff Mike Spa- 
nos, the new vehicles replace oth- 
ers that have each logged more 
than 100,000 miles. They also bet- 
ter meet the needs of transporting 
prisoners and evidence. 

After he received approval from 
the commission to look into the 
purchase of new vehicles, Spanos 
received bids from two Heber City 
car dealerships, Walker Ford and 
Spencer Auto Sales. Apparent low 
bids were accepted from both com- 
panies. 

The.department will purchase 

three Ford F150 Supercabs, three 
Ford Broncos, and two Jeep Cher- 
» okees with a special police pack- 
age. Commissioners considered 
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engine power, suspension, ground 
clearance and economy in their se- 
lections. The average price of the 
new vehicles is $19,000. Spanos 
will trade-in the old vehicles. 

The commission also heard a 
report from County Health Direc- 
tor Phil Wright. 

Wright said the state health de- 
partment is seeking $500,000 for a 
general health building block. 

“This is a unified effort from 
state health departments to get the 
money during this legislative ses- 
sion,” Wright said. 


The funds will be divided be- 
tween county health departments 
for operational costs. Money will 
be allocated for food service in- 
spections and local health depart- 
ment expenses. 

During a public hearing, com- 
missioners voted to form the Was- 
ah County Special Service Area 

1. 


The area includes all of Wasatch 
County except the incorporated 


areas of Heber City, Midway, 
Charleston, Wallsburg, and the 
part of Park City that overlaps into 
the county. 

County Planner Bob Mathis said 
the area will govern and administer 
water policy as it relates to the 
Central Utah Water Project. 


According to County Attorney 
Dan Matthews, the area is being 
formed to meet the need for a local 
entity that regulates these water 
concerns, such as irrigation, water 
quality, and wetlands. 


The area will be funded in part 
by the Central Utah Water Conser- 
vation District. According to 
Commissioner Pete Coleman, tax 
money has been refunded to the 
county to operate the area. 


‘“With this special service area, 
any questions about any water 
within the area will no longer go 
through the commissioners,” 
Commissioner Moroni Besendor- 
fer said. 
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
